resigned the presidency in 
August 1974. Also elected was 
Sen. Walter. Mondale (D), of 
Minnesota for vice-president 
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over Sen. Robert Dole (R) of

Dispute could spread—Tosh 


The possibility of a strike here 
by Retail Clerks Local 435

Tosh said he received 
recognition from the Tri-City 
Trades and Labor Council at a 
meeting last night for the 
downtown — strike-lockout 
dispute. 

Contracts between Local 435 
and the 15 merchants expired 
Oct. 1. There have been no 
discussions between the local 
and stores since the dispute 
began. 

Negotiations with some 
shopping center store owners 
continued through last week. An 
offer by owners was rejected 
when the strike vote was taken. 

A merchant said.today the 
downtown , area. has enough 
other corhpetitiye problems 
that it cannot afford a contract 
that would differ markedly 
from those at other stores.

A review of the disagreement 
between Service Employes 
Local 98 and the Granite City 
Board of Education in relation 
to informational picketing 
conducted at the board office 
last’ week was presented to 
school board members Tuesday 
night by Superintendent of 
Schools B. J. Davis. 

Barry Bruhn, attorney for 
Local 98, was present at the 
session to answer questions on 
16 items of protest by Local 98. 

In his statement to the board, 
Bruhn said, “We have broken 
down the items to two central 
issues (1) over an extended 
period of time there seems to be 
a lack of communcation and (2) 
BIE day-the handling of per- 
sonnel in cafeterias was not 
adequately handled by the 
administrators. Local 98 is not 
in agreement on the utilization 
of retired personnel being used 
at substitute employes," he 
added. 

The contention of the union 
was that the kitchens needed 
deep cleaning and this job can 
not be done when school is in 
session and the cafeteria 
workers need extra days when 
lunches are not being served to 
thoroughly clean the kitchen 
area and equipment 

In response to this statement, 
Supt. Davis made a tour of the 
nine cafeteria kjtchens the day 
schools were closed and found 
“the over all quality of 
cleanliness to be very good," he 
said

President Ford and Congress 
agree that it is vital to the 11 
northern tier states to receive 
surplus Alaskan crudé oil via an 
all-American pipeline as soon 
as possible, says the president 
of such a $1.2 billion proposal 

E, Michael Curran, president 
of Northern Tier Pipeline Co. 
Billings, Mont., interpreted 
President Ford's signing of the 
Alaska Natural Gas Tran 
sportation Act of 1976 as an 
endorsement by both the 
executive and legislative 
branches. 

The bill signed in late October 
includes a provision, Section 18, 
directing the President to 
report to Congress within six 
months the “special expediting 
procedures necessary to insure 
the equitable allocation of North 
Slope oil to the northern tier 
states of Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana, North Dakota 
Minnesota, Michigan 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio.” 

‘The new act also requires him 
to identify any legal restraints 
that could “‘inhibit the ex- 
peditious construction of such a 
system” in the lower 48 states. 

It also directs “all federal 
officers and agencies” to 
consider all applications and 
requests without delay. 

“This is the first clear in 
dication that the President and 
Congress recognize the critical 
economic problems the nor- 
thern tier states will face unle’s 
a crude oil delivery system is 
constructed to serve them 
directly,” Curran told a news 
conference. 

He said the act reflects the 
lack of a US. pipeline to serve 
all refineries in the northern 
tier 























Curran’ provided a table 
showing northern tier refineries 
capable of receiving crude oil 
via the pipeline and its con- 
nections. 

Nine in Illinois have a total 


rated capacity of 1,179,000 
barrels a day: Amoco Oil Co., 
Wood River, 105,000; Clark Oil 


& Refining, Blue Island, 70,000; 
Clark Oil & Refining, Hartford, 
45,000; Maraphion Oil Co. 
Robinson, 195,000 

Mobil Oil’ Corp., 
175,000; Shell Oil Co., Wood 
River, .283,000; Texaco, Inc., 
Lawrenceville, 84,000; Texaco, 
Inc., Lockpért, 72,000; and 
Union Oil Co., Lemont, 150,000. 

His table showed that 
“interest in Alaskan crude 
oil” has been indicated by: 
Blue Island, 30,000; Hartford, 
0.000; Robinson, 115,000; 
Joliet, 15,000; and Li 
20,000. 

Curran, 58, a veteran of 31 
years in the pipeline industry 
said the proposed 1,500-mile 
northern tier pipeline could be 
built between the deep-water 
terminal at Port Angeles 
Wash., to Clearbrook, Minn., in 
two construction seasons at a 
cost of $1.2 billion 

The initial capacity would be 
600,000 barrels a day to 
Clearbrook, with provisions to 
expand to 800,000 barrels. 

He described the pipeline as 
‘the most feasile, economical 
and embargo-proof means" of 
delivering the oil to the northern 
tier 

He said those states need oil 
the most because Canada has 
reduced its supply sharp 
1973 and plans to discontinue it 
altogether after 1981 
Curran said the northern tier 
needs an all-American system 
becayse, in his opinion, “we do 
not believe that Alaskan or 
domestic crude oil supply for

Election day 1976 will be long remem- 
bered for the large turnout, the many close 


races and the numerous surprise results: 


across America. 

Depending on cach individual’s 
viewpoint, there was much good news and 
much bad news» But in most cases affecting 
this community, there is the consolation 
that highly-qualified, dedicated persons 
were electéd to offices of public trust. 

Quad-Cityans and Illinoisans, of course, 
will be profoundly affected by the outcome 
of the national balloting. James Earl 
“Jimmy” Carter Jr., the Georgian victorious 
for the Presidency, lost in Dlinois but 
carried this area and this county com- 
fortably. 

The Quad-Cities and Madison County — 
to a considerable degree — reflected the 
Statewide sentiment for individual can 
didates regardless ~of party affiliation. 
Illinois elected Republicans as governor, 
lieutenant governor and attorney general, 
but simultaneously chose Democrats as 
secretary of state and state comptroller. The 
substantial margins show this was no fluke, 
but the clear will of the majority. 

James Thompson almost automatically 
becomes a Republican ‘superstar’ due to 
his massive margin in the governor race. 

If he performs well as the state's chief 
executive, he undoubtedly can earn con- 
sideration for inclusion on a future national 
ticket. For a generation, the U.S. senate has 
teided to dominate the competition for 











government and still only 49 years old, 
Dixon overcame the Ford-Thompson 
Republican tide in Dlinois Tuesday in 
dramatic fashion, winning as spectacularly 
as he had in achieving re-election as state 
treasurer two years ago. 

Because the state officials elected this 
week will serve only two-year terms to end 
the link with Presidential year coat-tails, 
Dixon in 1978 is sure to receive strong 
backing for whatever office he may aspire 
to—governor, U.S. senator or a repeat term 
as secretary of state. Attorney General 
William J. Scott, a big GOP winner, con- 
tinues to enjoy immense popularity and is 
sure to be considered for higher office 
within the foreseeable future. 

Also elected for an unusual two-year 
term, State Senator Sam Vadalabene won 
with ease Tuesday, as did veteran 
Congressman Melvin Price. Both are hard- 
working, widely-respected Democrats. State 
representative posts went, as expected, to 
Democrats Joe Lucco and Jim McPike and 
Republican Everett Steele. 

Madison County voters gave their usual 
vigorous support to five incumbent officials 
who serve at the county level—Circuit Clerk 
Willard Portell, Recorder of Deeds Ronald 
Lucas, State's Attorney Nicholas Byron, 
Auditor John L. Kraynak and Mrs. Dallas 
Burke, coroner. Unopposed circuit Judges 
earned continuation in office.

One of the most dramatic 


advances in the history of 
imental health treatment came 
with the development of 
psychotropic drugs. 
Properly used, théy can calm 
@n agitated patient, lift a person 
from a deep depression, and 
smooth out the wild peaks and 
‘valleys of mood, thereby 
pllowing a patient to benefit 
from psychotherapy 
Most important, they have 
jade it possible for mentally ill 
persons to function in their own 
communities, instead of being 
warehoused in institutions. 
There is a long history of 
development leading up to 
today’s sophisticated array of 
drugs 
In ancient times, the main 
treatment was a crude form of 
}*psychosurgery" called 
trephining, in which a hole was 
cut in the skull, presumably to 
release the demons that were 
plaguing the patient 
Where organic conditions 
were responsible for a mental 
vr emotional _ problem, 
.trephining may have done some 
good, since the pressure onthe 
brain was relieved 
During the 19th century, the 
science of chemistry made 
large strides, and it became 
possible to isolate agents with 
fairly specific effects on the 
central nervous system. 
Doctors and chemists began 
to experiment with different 
substances and found that many 
df them -had calming or 
soporific properties while 
Others acted as stimuli. 
¢ By the early years of the 
nt century, medicine had a 
number of drug-related 
methods for treating mer*-'ly 
ill persons. 
2 Among these means was 
‘insulin shock, developed in 1933. 
Increasing dosages of insulin 
@ere given to the patient until 
‘he lapsed into an insulin coma. 
This was repeated 
ily} until the patient had 
ried from 20 to 25 treat- 
ments. :

Insulin shock therapy was 
considered most successful in 
the treatment of paraniod 


schizophrenia and was used in 
Mlinois uhtil 1964 

Another early method of 
pharmacotherapy began in 1935 
when a physician observed that 
among his schizophrenic 
patients, there was a lower 
incidence of epilespy than in the 
population as a whole 

He also found that among his 
patients who were epileptic 
their psychotic . symptoms 
disappeared during a seizure 

To test out these ob 
servations, he produced 
epileptic-like convulsions with 
injections of camphor and oil 
The trouble with camphor and 
oil, however, was that it was 
difficult to predict when the 
convulsions would occur 

This led to further drug ex 
perimentation and, eventually, 
to the development of the drug 
Metrazol. 

Metrazol 
convulsions 
after injection. 

When the patient regained 
consciousness, he was tem- 
porarily relieved of his major 
symptoms, much as he would be 
with electroconvulsive therapy, 
first introduced in the late 1930s. 

Because of its dangerous and 
unpleasant side effects, use of 
Metrazol was discontinued by 
department hospitals in the 
early 1940's 

In succeeding years, many 
other drugs and treatment 
methods were tried in the effort 
to relieve the suffering of people 
with mental disorders and to 
help them to function in spite of 
their illnesses. 

The big breakthrough came 
in the early 1950's. Chlor- 


would produce 
within seconds 


promazine (Thorazine is one 
of its brand names) was 
synthesized and researchers 
were convinced it would do 
far more than relieve the 
symptoms of agitation or 
anxiety 











Unlike the narcotic and 
hypnotic drugs commonly 
used in calming agitated 
patients, chlorpromazine did 


not produce mental confusion 

after its use. It did have 
sedating and relaxing effects 
and, after considerable trial 
use, was found to be valuable 
in treating patients with 
psychoses. 

By 1955, chlorpromazine and 
its phenothiazine derivatives 
were in widespread use. 

The greatest benefit to the 
psychotic patient was the fact 
that he could live at home 
rather than being hospitalized, 
and was able to function 
productively 3 

Subsequent studies have 
shown that although some 
people must be maintained on 
the drug for long periods of time 
or for the rest of their lives, 
most psychotic patients ex- 
perience faster remission and 
shorter hospital stays than was 
previously possible with insulin 
shock, electroshock or other 
therapy 

Meprobamate, the first of the 
mild tranquilizers to be syn- 
thesized, was introduced in 1950 
and is generally prescribed for 
relief of anxiety, tension and 
accompanying muscle spasms. 

Other .mild tranquilizers 
which have become popular in 
treating anxiety are diazepam 
(Valium) and chlordiazepoxide 
hydrochloride (Librium).

(Southern Illinois 
Builders Association) 

The history of the Southern 
Illinois Builders Association is a 
story which began with a small 
group of men and a pioneering 
spirit 

The role which the pioneering 
spirit of the: construction in- 
dustry has played in the 
development of the United 
States has led the Associated 
General Contractors of 
America to adopt the Bicen- 
tennial motto, ‘*Building 
America in the Spirit of "76." 

Pioneering innovations have 
typified the role of service to the 
industry and to the public under 
which SIBA has been building 
the area and building .the in- 
dustry for the past 30 years. 

When the SIBA annual 
business meeting was held on 
Dec. 9, 1975. at Tony's 
Restaurant in Belfeville, the 
scene must have evoked at least 
for one man in the room, a 
similar gathering of three 
decades earlier 

Howard H. Hall Jr. was re 
ed as president of the 
association at the meeting, to 
serve in 1976. Present for Hall’s 
re-election was Joe Gan 
schinietz of Ferd Gaschinietz 
Builders, Inc 

Gaschinietz had also been 
present on Dec. 14, 1945 at the 
Elks Club in Granite City, when 
an organizational meeting of 
contractors was held 

At that meeting, the current 
president's father, thig late H. H 
Hall Sr., was chosen to head the 
newly-formed group. 

As Ganschinietz remembers 
it, SIBA was a child of the

Outpatients and elderly 
people require smaller dosages 
to obtain results and, in most 
cases, therapy is continued 
from two to six weeks af- 
terward 

The development of many of 
these drugs has played a major 
part in reducing the number of 
residents in Illinois mental 
facilities from 50,000 in 1960 to 
the ‘present level of less than 
12,000. 


New drugs are constantly 
being synthesized and ex- 
perimented with. 

Benefits as well as side ef- 
fects of psychotropic sub- 
stances are continuously being 
monitored 

In Illinois, as elsewhere, 
drugs are regarded not as a 
complete solution, but as one of 
a number of treatment methods 
which, together, may one day 
enable medicine to speak of 
“cure” in the case of serious 
mental illness.

across the country were ban- 
ding together in self-defense, a 
far cry from the cooperative 
programs with organized labor 
in which SIBA is involved today 

Also elected to office at the 
first SIBA meeting were H. C. 
Hellrung, vice president, Carl 
M. Lomax, secretary-treasurer, 
and Charles Rook, L. Dieu, G 
Longfellow, R Moore, 
Theodore Bauer and George 
Barnes, directors 

Lomax noted in the first set of 
minutes which he was to write 
in a long tenure as association 
secretary that he would send a 
list of SIBA’s membership to 
each of the members. 

In 30 years, some 2 the 
charter member ‘firms have 
undergone name changes or 
disappeared altogether. But the 
roster from that organizational 
meeting is still an indication of 
the\role which SIBA member 
firms have played int the 
development of Southern 
Mlinois, 

When SIBA’s charter for 39 
counties in Southern Illinois was 
approved by the AGC of 
America on Jan. 23, 1946, 
meinber firms were George A 
Barnes; Bauer Brothers 
Construction and Supply Co.

Active SIBA participation in 
National AGC affairs -began 
early in association history. In 
September 1946, the association 
voted to send Carl Lomax to the 
AGC national board of directors 
meeting in Philadelphia 

The association found itself 
expanding as its first year drew 
to a close. The concensus of the 
directors at their October 1946 
meeting was that the 
organization should pay for 
office space in a member firm’s 
office. 

A minimum dues structure 
was implemented to sustain the 
association's activities. 

At the end of SIBA’s second 
year of existence, the directors 
voted to incorporate the 
association as a_ not-for-profit 
corporation 

On Dec. 8, 1948, George 
Barnes, an East St. Louis 
general contractor, was elected 
SIBA's second president. Seven 
months later, Barnes fied while 
in office, 

C. A. Rook, vice president of 
the association, was elected 
president, and Theodore Bauer 
became vice president. The 
board vacancy created by the 
shift in leadership was filled by 
Joe.Ganschinietz. 

Rook, Bauer and, Secretary- 
Treasurer Lomax were re- 
elected to office on Jan. 10, 1950, 
R. J. Moore, Albert Hoeffken 
and Joseph Latta were chosen 
as three-year directors. 

Under the administration of 
George Barnes, the association 
had begun its involvement in 
industry-related legislation. 

In May 1949, the board voted 
to"... send a qualified man to 
Springfield or Chitago to get all 
the information needed on 
legislation” that was about to be 
enacted in Springfield. 

Barnes continued the’ in- 
volvement of SIBA in AGC 
national affairs. He attended 
the AGC national convention in 
Nw York, with the association 

paying the railroad fare and 
the Pullman.” 

The postwar years were a 
time of meaty wage increases 








and heated contract 
negotiations. . 
Still, today’s cefitractors 





might look longingly ‘&t the 
wage rates of that period, In 
May 1953, area cement finishers 
were making $2.75 per hour, 
carpenters earned $3, laborers 
made $2.25 and ironworkers 


were paid $2.90 per hour. 

Officers for 1954 were Joe 
Ganschinietz, president; 
William Keeley, vice president, 
and Carl Lomax, secretary- 
treasurer. The same slate was 
re-elected the following year. 

William Keeley was elected 
president at the January 1956 
annual meeting. Freeman 
Wolfe was selected as vice 
president and Carl Lomax was 
again chosen as secretary- 
treasurer. 

Important topics of discussion 
at the annual meeting centered 
around expanding the size and 
role of the association. It was 
decided that, for the first time, 
SIBA would accept associate 
and affiliate memberships. 

At this time the Association 
established its first offices at 
505 N. 73rd St., East St. Louis. 

SIBA leadership also felt that 
the association needed a full- 
time administrator. Hall and 
Lomax'were appointed to find a 
prospective manager for the 
chapter. In the spring of 1956, 
Harold Gangnath was employed 
as SIBA’s first executive 
director. 

The possibility of publishing a 
weékly, magazine-format 
listing of current job bid in- 
formation was first discussed at 
the July 1956 board meeting, 
and preliminary inquiries were 
made 





This weekly bulletin, still 
published by SIBA, is the 
Builders Construction News. 


Two debilitating strikes and 
poor weather which delayed the 
start of spring construction by 


six weeks were cited as causes 





of an unusually poor con- 
struction year in 1957 
Prospects for 1958 were not 





particularly promising. 

John Keeley said in October 
1957, ‘‘After the war there was a 
tremendous demand for new 
construction. We've reached a 
peak now and things are 
leveling off. 

“The boom days of the big 
residential projects are over,” 
he said. “People just can't 
finance those kinds of 
developments any more.” 

Contractors during the 1970s 
might take reasstrance from 
the gloomy tidings of the late 
50s, and the subsequent 
recovery of the '60s. 

Besides pinpointing tight 
money and escalating costs as 
the cause for the slowdown in 
the industry, a trend seemed to 
bé developing in which, as 
Joseph Barnes of Barnes 
Construction. said, 
“Remodeling and business 
expansion programs could well 
become the bulk of construction 
work done here,’ a trend which 
can be noted today 











Also echoing present day 
trends, the article noted, 
sémewhat ironically in 


retrospect, “As a result of the 
construction slowdown, most 
builders saw a period of in- 
creased competition and a 
move toward sounder business 
practices."” 

In 1957 and 1958, SIBA was 
instrumental in establishing 
progressive policies for han- 


dling; labor-management 
- disputes 
At’ the 1957 fall business 


meeting, a grievance procedure 
was established, with a three 
member committee appointed 
to see that both management 
and labor abided by the terms of 
the contracts. 

A Significant labor relations 
milestone was reached in 1958, 
when SIBA and 13 building 
trade locals signed a 10-point 
plan, aimed at eliminating 
walkouts caused by jurisdic- 
tional disputes.

Veterans enrolled in GI Bill 
training are eligible for up to an 
additional nine months training, 
Donald R. Ramsey, director of 
the Chicago. Veterans 
Administration regional office, 
said this week. 

‘The Veterans Education and 
Employment Assistance Act of 
1976, signed into law by Pres. 
Ford Oct. 15, increased the 
training entitlement _ for 
thousands of veterans who have 
not reached their 10-year 
delimiting date, Ramsey said. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1976, the law 
extended entitlement to 45 
months for veterans, if they 
have served at least 18 months

Previously, basic entitlement 
was 36 months, An additional 
nine months was available only 
if the GI Bill student was ‘pur- 
suing an undergraduate college 
degree. 

Unchanged is the 10-year 
delimiting date.

Public has mixed feelings on transportation needs 


Who needs public 
sportation? 

According to a_ recent 
telephone survey conducted by 
the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, 
everyone. 

Almost half (49.7 per cent) of 
the area residents who were 
interviewed felt that public 
transportation was necessary in 
the community, and over 56 per 
cent felt that it was needed by 
all citizens, not just poor people. 

Nearly half of the 1,000 in- 
terviewees saw economic ad- 
vantages in riding the bus as 
opposed to driving individual 
cars, and about one-third were 
amenable to reserving highway 
lanes for bus use 

A large number (46.8 per 
cent), however, mentioned lack 
of familiarity with routes and 
schedules, and only 17.1 per 
cent felt that buses could serve

most of their transportation 
needs. 

As part of a listing of trips 
made on. a specific day, 
respondents were asked. after 
each trip listed, whether they 
would have used transit on that 
trip if it were available within a 
five-minute walking distance,

Only 10.8 per -cent of the 
families do not currently have 
transportation for all the trips 
they wish to make, but planners 
wonderéd about the future. 
Respondents were, therefore, 
asked whether they expected 
gasoline costs and scarcity to 
increase their family’s demand 
for public transportation. 

This was the question upon 
which there was the greatest 
range of answers—30 per cent 
predicted increases, 26 per cent 
predicted no.increase, and the 


remainder (44 per cent) 
responded with neutral an- 
swers. 

Results of the telephone 
survey of 1,041 Households 
selected at’ random from St. 
Louis region’ residents reveal 
that the typical family agrees 
with the following: statements 
‘about transit: 

“Mass transportation is 
necessary. 

“Buses are more economical 
than driving a car. 

“Public transportation is not 
intended primarily for poor 
people. 

“All members of a typical 
family have transportation 
available for al the trips they 
wish to make.

AMSTED Industries last 
week reported net income in the 
year ended Sept. 30, 1976, was 
slightly below last year’s record 
high, but substantially above 
any year prior to 1976. 

Net income was $34,200,000, or 
$6.38 per share, compared to 
$34,500,000, or $6.47 per share, a 
year ago 

Joseph B. Lanterman, 
chairman, and Goff Smith, 
president, said “The 1975 
figures ‘reflect the $3,040,000 
loss, equal to 57 cents per share, 
on the disposal of the South 
Bend Lathe division. Earnings 
per share for both years reflect 
the two-for-one stock split which 
became effective Feb. 20, 1976 

Sales of $498,500,000 in fiscal 
1976 were $200,000 below the 
record sales from continuing 
operations last year. General 
industrial product sales 
amounted to $127,900,000, up 
$15,800,00, or 14 per cent, 
reflecting the fact that sales of 
Hydromation Filter Co., 
acquired in the last fiscal 
quarter of 1975, were included 
for the entire 1976 fiscal year 

Sales of construction and 
building products amounted to 
$135,800,000 which was an in 
crease of $13,500,000, or 11 per 
cent, due principally to the 
improved level of housing 
starts. Railroad product sales 
were — $234,800,000, down 
$29,500,000, or 11 per cent, but 
exceeded any year prior to 1975.
